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PREPAIIEDNESS-MONGERING 
A reader, more curious than peeved, thinks It’s 
significant that the press, with no exceptions that 
he's heard of, has taken up “war-mangering ” 
He 
wonders if there’s something behind this, either in ­ 
formation or motives not on public record. 
There definitely is something behind it. 
There’s a 
conviction as big as a barn and harder to get away 
from than a lump in the throat that the world has 
arrived at one of those stages where the “realists" 
are after the scalps of the “idealists.” 
When that happens, the only way for the idealists 
to maintain the security of tile aforesaid scalps is to 
take down the gun over the mantelpiece and be pre­ 
pared to give considerably better than someone may 
decide to give them, like the pioneers when the In ­ 
dians went on the warpath, 
Strictly defined, what the press is doing isn’t “war- 
m angering,” but preparedness -mongering, except th a t 
being a little more aware of the news from abroad 
than most of its readers it takes no stock in the 
Maginot line theory of preparedness and defense. 
Preparedness means more than building a storm 
cellar and climbing into it. 
In this connection, a former Canton newspaper­ 
man who is now working In the Phlllppihe islands 
comments in a letter that war with Japan, -which is 
a vital consideration to Americans in th at Pacific 
archipelago. Is becoming more remote in ratio to this 
country's “t eal stlc" preparations to deal with it in 
Japan’s own backyard if it comes. 
“We won’t have 
to tight Japan now or later," is his opinion, “ii the 
United States continues to show a strong hand." 
Newspaper editors, like newspaper readers, know 
only what they read in the papers and can pick up 
here and there on the side. 
Probably the vast m a­ 
jority of them would prefer to be “idealists" about 
war; all of them have a healthy fear of the danger 
to a free press that lurks In -wartime measures. 
But 
lf they weren’t doing everything in their power right 
how to help the public realize that a nation unpre­ 
pared to fight, or unwilling to fight, was going into 
{he struggle for survival with two strikes on it, 
they'd be guilty of Rip Van Winkling and would 
tidily deserve tyhat Harold Ickes would lfke to give 
them. 


ALL OF THEM WORTHY 
A problem for individuals that is shared by one of 
the nation’s great philanthropic organization*, the 
Carnegie Corp. of New York, is solved lh a forthright 
Planner by the organization's president, Dr, Frederick 
P. Koppel, in his annual report. 
There are, says Dr Koppel, too many universities 
and colleges and “voluntary Organizations for worthy 
purposes." 
All of them need money, but not all of 
them are going to be able to get it. The nation can't, 
dr at least it won’t, meet the bill. 
As far as the Carnegie foundation is concerned, 
therefore, it will allocate its funds where it thinks 
they will do the most good. 
Since it Can’t help all 
Applicants, it must see to it th at the fittest survive— 
tl^ working policy of Individuals besieged for funds. 
It needs no proving, but only confessing, that any 
ordinary individual could give away his entire income 
to eminently worthy causes without beginning to 
satisfy all the canvassers eyeing his purse 
Of neces­ 
sity, rather than choice, a line has to be drawn some­ 
where- and drawn according to the donor's own Judg­ 
ment. He Is tho keeper of his own purse. This is not, 
Of course, a discovery, except to those who solicit 
funds for worthy purposes and cannot understand 
why, sometimes, they get turned away with a crisp 
refusal instead of a crisp bill.

Lord Lothian. British ambassa­ 
dor to the United States, will ad­ 
dress the convention tonight.
